Aug. 3.—If all goes well, by 3 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon we 
should be swinging over gay old 
Broadway.

LAKEHU RST, N, Dus Aug. .— 
Radio messages from the Graf Zep- 
pelin to the Navy Department at 
Washington, relayed here late to- 
night, indicated that the dirigible 
was turning south in its course to 
avoid stormy weather. The airship 
was about 810 nautical miles from 
Lakehurst at 9 p. m. St. Louls time 
when the dirigible communicated 
with the navy. : 

The dirigible gave its position as 
35.40 North latitude and 68.05 
West longitude, which would place 
it about 330 miles northeast of 
Bermuda. The latest figures coni- 
pared with the ship’s position as 
reported to the navy at 2 p. m. 
today indicated that it had trav- 
eled 435 miles at an average speed 
of 54 knots (about 62 miles) in 
ten hours up to 10 p. m. 

If this speed is maintained the 
dirigible should reach Lakehurst 
in about 15 hours, or about 1 p. m, 
tomorrow. 

While the ship will meet favor- 
able winds half way from Bermuda 
to Lakehurst, however, adverse 
winds prevail off the coast and the 
weather is cloudy and showery 
from the coast to Bermuda. These 
conditions would tend to slacken 
speed, probably as much ag 14 
knots an hour. 

A swing to the south by the 
dirigible was suggested by govern- 
ment weather authorities in a 
radio broadcast today,. On the 
original course conditions - are 
stormy and although somewhat 
bad weather extends over the new 
route, it is better than that which 
would have been encountered on 
the first course. 

At 8:29 tonight, St. Louis time, 
the third full day was completed 
in the air, so that it appeared that 
the total voyage would require at 
least 90 hours. The 1928 flight

lic an exhaustive survey of the radium paint industry. 
It finds that 15 workers have died of radium poison- 


ing since 1922, and that there are 18 known living | 
It estimates that 2000 men 
and women are now employed in radium paint fac- 
tories and, since one of the horrors of the work is 
that symptoms of poisoning may not appear until | 


cases of the poisoning. 


after many years have elapsed, there may be dozens 

| Of cases yet to be heard from. As a result of the 
survey, the Department of Labor urges the complete 
abolition of the manufacture of radium paint because 
it is an unnecessary evil in peace times. During a 
| war, when certain luminous instruments are needed, 
the manufacture should be controlled by stringent 
safety measures to protect the workers. It is re- 
ported that the American companies are willing to 
stop making radium paint, if the Government wil] 
forbid the importation of luminous articles from for- 
eign countries. 

The survey of the Department of Labor follows and 
commends the vigorous campaign of the New York 
World in behalf of the five women who were strick- 
en with radium poisoning as a result of their work 
in a New Jersey factory. The women sued for dam- 
ages. The defendant company refused to assume re- 
sponsibility for the illness and threatening death of 
the five women, denying that occupational poisoning 
existed or had been proved. The World continued its 
publicity and finally the company settled out of court. 
paying the women $10,000 each and a yearly allow- 
ance of $600 each for the remainder of their lives. 

Thanks to the World and the Department of Labor, 
this deadly industrial tax is to be repealed.

New Dangers to Europe’s Peace 


Ten years after the end of the World War, an entirely new status has arisen in 
Europe, with the strivings of subject peoples for freedom as the greatest source 
of danger; millions freed, but other millions enslaved; nations long for peace, but 
minorities will fight to the death for liberty. 


Frank H. Simonds in Review of Reviews. 


HE present August sees the fifteenth an- 

niversary of the outbreak of the World 
War, while the recent June marked the 
tenth milestone since the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles officially closed the great conflict. 
This current anniversary is of more than 
passing importance, because in all human 
probability it will also indicate the real 
liquidation of the consequences of the su- 
preme catastrophe. 

We are on the point of seeing the war 
debts liquidated. both those of Germany 
and those of her opponents. Nor can there 
be long delay in recalling Allied troops 
from German soil. After 15 years the 
war has in a certain measure settled itself. 
The material and psychological readjust- 
ment has taken place. The politicians, as 
usual, are simply iagging behind the facts, 
still fearful of the present influence of 
sentiments which in the recent past have 
controlied the minds of their constituents. 

One must note that in this new Europe, 
which is now escaping restraints and lead- 
ing-strings, nothing is as any belligerent in 
the Worid War boped or expected. Fifteen 
years have served to give the lie to every 
forecast, just as 19 years have similarly dis- 
proved most of the prophecies which pre- 
ceded and followed the making of peace 
treaties. Look at the list of war aims, and 
the lesson is unmistakable. 

Great Britain triumphed over her liatest 
rival more completely than over any in past 
time; yet the complete overthrow of Ger- 
many has not insured British supremacy. 
Measured by economic and industrial cir- 
cumstances. defeated Germany is hardly 
worse off than victorious Britain. France 
has Alsace-Lorraine. and Alsace has already 
become as a new Ireland. Italy has assisted 
at the final extinction of the decaying 
Hapsburg Empire. only to see a young and 
vigorous Slav state rising on the eastern 
shore of the Adriatic. Self-determination 
has liberated millions of Poles. Czechs, 
Rumanians, Croats and Baltic tribes. but 
only at the cost of ensiaving other millions 
of Germans, Magyars, Buigarians and 
others

In 1914 Europe was divided inte two 
groups of alliances, which were the result 
ef the associate rivairies of great peoples 
Today a new division has resulted in new 
alliances, In point of fact, however. Eu- 
rope is stilt separated into two groups— 
ene made up of the powers satisfied with 
the existing order and prepared to defend 
tt by arms, the other determined not to 
rest until 1914 conditions are restored. bout 
not yet able to employ force to regain lost 
provinces 

On the one side France—backed by Po- 
land, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Ru- 
mania—stands forth as the champion of 
the status quo. having replaced Germany 
as the supreme power of the Continent. 
Against this status quo Germany, Italy. 
Hungary. Bulgaria and Lithuania are frank- 
ly aligned. As for Russia, it remains, es- 
caped from western association and ideas, 
if ne longer the peril of 1918-1919. newer- 
theless an inexplicable element moving 
toward incalculable destinies which must 
affect the whole Continent. : 

Peace or war in the new Europe turns

upon the simple question as to whether, 
looking to the long future, peoples will 
choose to fight or to suffer the existing 
order to last. The old hope of a revision 
of the treaties has been disclosed as of 
little real promise. To remake the frontiers 
by consent of nations concerned is out of 
the question, because no nation wil] volun- 
tarily give up territory and no pressure 
save war is discoverable. 


However the map of Europe were made, 
there would be millions of subject minori- 
ties, and those who constitute the enslaved 
of today were the masters of yesterday. Be- 
tween these races survives the bitter 
memory of numberless centuries of injury 
and persecution. Each minority today is 
the center of disloyalty against the existing 
government, the basis of intrigue for sepa- 
ration. 

Today the real question of peace or war 
tn Europe has nothing to do with tmperial- 
ism, militarism, or chauvinism. The su- 
preme agony of the war has effectively 
smnashed all these incentives to conflict. 
Everywhere it is perceived that a new war 
would mean ruin, even if it ended in ric- 
tory. 

Yet it remains everiastingly true that 
for certain things man has always been 
prepared to die and short of death to en- 
dure every sort of agony. The liberty and 
unity of peoples is one of these essential 
circumstances People will fight to be 
free. And today there are in Europe mil- 
lions of people belonging to subject rices, 
firmly resolved to be free and unable to ob- 
tain freedom save as they fight and—if 
they are victorious——enslave other millions 


The situation in Eurepe today is no 
more nor less than a status quo maintained 
by the bayonets of the satisfied powers and 
because of the exhaustion. 
temporary and passing, of the dissatisfied 
peoples. The program of the dissatisfied 
peoples is no more than a change, which 
would substitute new dissatisfied millions 
for the old but would leave the problem 
otherwise unaffected. 

Peace or war in Europe turns upon an 
adjustment of this problem of the mineri- 
ties. Obviously it ts possible for the satis- 


“Tied states. since they are strong. to main- 


tain the existing conditions and continue 
the miseries of the subject millions. But 
this policy of peace founded on injustice 
could hardly last beyond the strength of 
the satisfied powers, and the present 
minorities would continue to strive for iib 
eration and might in the end produce a new 
Serajevo. ... 

The League of Nations can do nothing 


about it, because it has no power to compel 


and no persuasion to reconcile millions of 
Germans or Magyars to foreign and oppres- 
sive rule, or to condemn more millions of 
Poles and Rumanians to a similar rule tn 
order to reconcile the German and Mag- 
yars. 

Nor is there the smallest chance of ef-

Can Interview Players. | 
No one need to take my word for 
these things. The press has my 
permission to interview every ball- 
player on my club... If. any have 
been fined I want the players to 
admit it and to say what-they were 
fined for. 
The last series of fines imposed 
by me was on Hughey McQuillan 
about two years ago and that was 
for. general misconduct, a most 
aggravating case of it. 
This season one player, Jack 
Cummings, was absent without 
leave for 10 days and automatically 
suspended himself with loss of 
pay. 
A ridiculous statement in this 
recent story is that I have contin- 
ually piled up fines on the pleyers 
for making errors, making them 
nervous. As a matter of fact in 
more than 30 years of managing 
ball clubs, [have never fined a ball 
player for making an error. That 
would be absurd. Mechanical er- 
rors are just as much a part of 
baseball, as base hits and we will 
always have them. Fans, who do 
not realize this, are often too 
harsh in criticising a player for 
dropping a ball or fumbling a

The genie of the house 
is Professor Russell Pyle of Wilming- 
ton College and his slave of the lamp 
is electricity. 

Over a period of years he has de- 
voted his idle time to the business of 
pitting this slave to work so that it 
vil perform every possible 
ask and thus simplify enor- 
mously the whole business of 
living. And he has succeed- 
ed to such a degree that elec- 
trical contrivances, many of 
them of his own devising, are 
employed in nearly every 
Imaginable way to remove 
the need for human effort. 
There is even a machine that 
proved highly effective in rock- 
Ing his small daughter's cradle 
when she was put to bed. 

Like Ralph Borsodi, econ- 
Omist and author, whose ex- 
periment in a new way of liv- 
ing just outside New York City 
has attracted so much atten- 
tion, Professor Pyle, by the 
very nature of his major in- 
terest in life, cannot look forward to 
‘ly marked increase in his’ in- 
come nor to a corresponding rise in 
his scale of living.

a gearing device which he proceeded 
to attach to the child’s bed in such a 
way that when the current was 
switched on the crib was moved back 
and forth at a rate of about 30 timesa 
minute in a range of about four feet. 
The whole thing was so timed that it 
provided the equivalent of the neces- 
sary human energy and the effect was 
the same as though a devoted mother 
had lulled the child to sleep. The me- 
chanical rocker could also be attached 
to the child's perambulator. 


Just at first Mrs. Pyle was dubious. 
A mechanical rocker to put her child 
to sleep seemed somehow unnatural. 
But Sylvia Anne was the deciding fac- 
tor. It was soon discovered that she 
was effectively lulled vo sleep in this 
way. Later, they learned that the 
faint purring. of the motor had a 
soothing effect which was also con- 
ducive to slumber—the mechanical 
equivalent of the lullaby Professor 
Pyle found this out when, by way of 
experiment, he detached the gear arm 


opemine the garage doors by pulliime a small ring om the post 


tohich actuates a home-made electric door control. 
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from the crib but left the motor run- 
ning. To prevent any jarring when 
the bed was moved back and forth the 
gear arm was attached to the crib by 
means of a piece of an old inner tube. 

The bed could be very easily 
wheeled about to any part of the 
house and the rocking device was com- 
pactly fitted into the case which Pro- 
fessor Pyle had miade and could be 
connected to a wall plug in any room. 
About five minutes’ running tiine was 
required to lull Sylvia Anne to sleep. 
And the whole thing, including the 
bed and the motor, represented an 
outlay of $14. There was just one 
objection. The children 
of the neighborhood were 
so fascinated by the me- 
chanical rocker that they 
insisted upon trying it 
out, sometimes to Mrs. 
yle’s inconvenience. If 
Sylvia Anne had not been 
such a good child the me- 
chanical rocker would al- 
so have been useful in 
quieting midnight yells, 
but that was never neces- 
sary. 

Next, Professor Pyle 
tackled the matter of ris- 
ing and dressing in win- 
ter in the discomfort of 
a cold room. The only 
alternative, apparently, 
was to get up an hour be- 
fore the regular rising 
time. close the windows 
to give the furnace a 
chance and then shiver 
hack into bed. But Pro- 


4 home-made portable electric baby rocker at- 
tached to a baby carriage. The young lady in 
the carriage is Miss Sylvia Anne Pyle, who ben- 
efits from this device during her babyhood. 


fessor Pyle rebelled against this. 
Again he had an idea. He took an or- 
dinary, cheap alarm clock and fitted 
it to an electrical device so arranged 
that at the time set on the clock be- 
fore going to bed the windows are 
automatically lowered and the hot-air 
register opened. Now the Pyles can 
sleep blissfully on until 7 or 7:30, al- 
ways assured that they will rise in 
a warm room. 

That is done in this way: The 
alarm clock establishes a connection 
by means of ordinary socket current 
with a helical coil, which in turn trans- 
mits a magnetic impulse that with- 
draws a metal support from the win- 
dow, permitting it to slide down by 
the force of gravity. The window is, 
of course, balanced with special 
weights and springs, so that it moves 
very easily. The register is opened 
similarly, the same magnetic impulse 
being transmitted to a plunger 
which holds it shut. The whole 
process takes about 10 seconds, 
after which the current Is 
broken by the simplest form of 
Faraday’s ring. The operation 
is very simple and so is the ap- 
paratus by which it is effected. 
The alarm clock and coil are 
placed in a closet and a wire 
runs to the window casing, in 
which the adjustable suppor't- 
ing device is set. When it is 
in working order, the whole 
thing is so inconspicuous as t% 
pass unnoticed. And its cost 
is negligible, according to Pro- 
fessor Pyle. 

The same clock and the 
same device are employed in 
summer with the electric fan. 
If the Pyles are retiring at 11 o'clock, 
they set the alarm for midnight, and 
at that time it operates to turn off 
the fan, which has been, left running 
in their bedroom. 


WO years ago, just before he 
bought a new car, Professor 
Pyle built his own garage. He 
set the foundations, and put up the 
frame structure in 10 days, and by so 
doing saved $100. Also, he incorpo- 
rated several of his own inventions. 
To drive into Professor Pyle’s ga- 
rage with him is an experience. He 
pauses about half-way up the drive 
and pulls a small ring attached to a 
post, which is partially obscured in 
the hedge. The garage doors swing open 
and Professor Pyle drives in. Once 
inside, he reaches over and touches 
three switches, which are within reach 
from the driver's seat. The lights of 
the garage go on, the outer doors 
swing shut and ae small exit door 
opens. Then, just before leaving, he 
presses still another switch, which 
opens the side door of his house, but a 
few steps away. Once inside the house 
he presses a master switch, which 
shuts off all current to the house and 
garage doors, leaving them securely 
locked. All this sounds very compli- 
cated and expensive. but Professor 
Pyle claims that it is not. 
Throughout the Pyle house there 
are many ingenious shortcuts to con- 
venience. An electric light is auto- 
matically switched on when cupboard 
and pantry doors are opened and 
switched off when they are closed. 
Lights in closets are so arranged as 
to illuminate every corner and recess. 
Inevitably, one becomes curious about 
the Pyle electric light bill. It aver- 
ages $2.50 a month, and is never 
more than $30 annually, and this at 
a rate which is about the average for 
the entire country, 9 1-2 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. 
And what he has achieved so far 
is just the beginning, Professor Pyle 
says. He has a half-dozen other de-

Mrs. Jones is something of an ex- 
pert on lonesomeitis, by her own ad- 
mission, and something of an expert 
on marriage, by anybody's inference.

And if Jimmy Jones 
speaks the truth, one might think she 
has become hardened against hus- 
bands, too.

A Too Realistic Novel and the Tragedy It Caused 


What Happened to the Pretty Pastor’s Wife Who Claimed She Was the 
Heroine of Michael Tamas’ Story. 


By a Special Correepondent of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 


PRAGUE. 
O ONE can say with any 
degree of certainty wheth- 
er the unfortunate Mrs. 
Stephen Gyorke was in 
fact the heroine of ‘The 
House of the Beautiful 
Angela,’ the latest novel of Michael 
Tamas, which has created a sensation 
in Hungarian literary circles as well 
az in the home town of Mrs. Gyorke. 
She asserted that Mr. Tamas in his 
story drew a grossly-distorted picture 
of herself, and sued him for libel. The 
author denied this charge most em- 
phatically, and declared that his hero- 
ine was only an imaginary character. 
Whatever the truth may be, there is 
a shocking similarity between the final 
chapters of Mrs. Gyorke’s romance of 
life and Mr. Tamas’ novel. The 
beautiful Angela of the story commits 
suicide because her husband leaves 
her. Mrs. Gyorke shot herself in the 
heart a few weeks ago when her hus- 
band divorced her because of the 


scandal awakened by Mr. Tamas’ 
novel. 
And with this dramatic climax 


one of the most unusual literary sen- 
sations and one of the strangest real- 
ized romances come to a tragic close. 

Michael Tamas belongs to the 
younger generation of Hungary's men 
of letters. During the past few years 
he has published several novels which 
attracted attention, and critics prophe- 
sied for him a brilliant future. Living 
in that part of Czecho-Slovakia which 
is mostly populated by Hungarians, he 
has been regarded as the representa- 
tive writer of the Hungarian minority 
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in the Central European republic, and 
as such he has also played a not un- 
important role in the political life of 
the country. 

About two years ago the young 
writer spent a vacation of several 
months in Beregujfalu, a small town 
Situated in a valley surrounded by 
mountains and forests. Naturally, the 
local intelligentaia received the celeb- 
rity with open arms. Invitations came 
to him from the leading families, and 
soon he was acquainted with the inti- 
mate details of the social life of the 
place. 


RIGINALLY he had not come to 
() dereeustais to work. But the 

paltry, yet colorful and inter- 
esting, existence of the people inter- 
ested him, and he began to consider 
the possibilities of a novel depicting 
the small-town life of the remote 
Czecho-Slovakian province. He had 
learned to know the land and the peo- 
ple and found excellent models for 
character study among his acquaint- 
ances in Beregujfalu. 

One of the families he visited reg- 
ularly was that of the Rev. Dr. Steph- 
en Gyorke, pastor of the Lutheran 
Church. Mrs. Gyorke, a young and 
unusually beautiful woman, interested 
him very much. Mrs. Gyorke, on her 
part, seemed to like the author, with 
whom she could talk about things 
more interesting than a new dress or 
a tea party given by a local light. She 
often accompanied the writer on long 
walks in the hills and invited him to 
her house two or three times a week. 
She told him many things about the 


lives of their mutu- 
al acquaintances 
all excellent ma- 
terial for the new 4 
book—and confided 
some details about 
her own life. While 
this friendship was 
in progress Mr. 
Tamas began writ- 
ing his book. Ina 
few weeks he was 
able to send the 4 
first half of the 
manuscript to his 
publisher and simul- 
taneously arranged for 
serial publication in a 
Hungarian newspaper in 
Bratislawa. The literary 
circles of Beregujfalu and 
the neighboring towns knew 
that the popular author was 
working on a new novel, and 

the rumor spread that it would 
deal with real people whom they 
knew personally. So the whole 
countryside awaited the publication 
with high - pitched § anticipation. 


A few months later Mr. Tamas left 
Beregujfalu, and the Bratislawa news- 
paper began the publication of his 
novel, entitled ‘‘The House of the 
Beautiful Angela.'’ The very opening 
instalments created a wide sengation 
in the province where the scenes were 
laid. Readers thought they recog- 
nized their friendS, or even them- 
selves, in the characters, and some 
said Mrs. Gyorke was the central fem- 
inine figure. The novel dealt with 
the love-life of this woman, picturing 
her as a Hungarian “Madame Bovary”’ 
who had innumerable surreptitious af-

A few other old soldiers of the South lean heavily on their 
canes, or stand with hunched shoulders staring down into 
the pit. Another comrade gone. Another comrade finding 
his rest in this little burial ground clustered with 


* simple headstones simply telling their story of names and dates and 
“Rebel” regiments. ‘‘Piunk, plunk, thud,”’ goes the fresh dirt. Up, 
up it rises til it reaches the top of the grave; up, up it goes till the

questered spot where Jesse James chose to split the loot. 

The end of the story for Jim Cummins, the iast of those 
spurred and booted brigands who answered to the roll call of 


the James gang. 


Jim Cummins spent 82 years upon this earth. His life was stormy, 
stormy and strange. After his banditry, as a fugitive, he wandered 
about the West. He served as a Deputy United States Marshal, as 
Deputy Sheriff, he gambled. And between times he opened a cob- 
bler’s shop, worked on farms, plowed corn, threshed wheat, broke 


colts. 
He was a great horseman. 


Fred Chambers of the Confederate 
Home tells me that Jesse James’ broth- 
er, Frank, once said that Jim was the 
best horsetrader he ever knew. Mr. 
Chambers, however, points out that in 
Jim's palmy days it only took one 
man to make a horse trade. 

Some say that Jim killed 17 men 
during his lifetime. That may be 
true. What with the Centralia affair 
and other guerrilla massacres he may 
have killed a good many more than 
that. Others have said he never killed

That, according to unbiased re- 
ports, is a pretty prejudiced view of 
Frank James. Many of those who 
knew him considered him, outside his 
banditry, ‘‘a decent fellow.” 

James Robert Cummins was born in 
Clay County, Missouri, on January 31, 
1847. Clay County, on the western 
border of the State, touching the 
Kansas line, was doomed, in a few 
years, to be the very center of the 
bloodiest section of the Civtl War. 
There were no great battles fought 
there, no Gettysburgs or Shilohs, but 
the strife was, instead, of a peculiarly 
murderous kind, consisting of the 
forays of parties of Kansas Red Legs 
or Missouri guerrillas upon some de- 
fenseless hamlet or town and the cold- 
blooded murder of any of the resi- 
dents the attackers could get their 
hands on. It was the region of Quan- 
trill and Anderson, vicious before the 
war. who found the hostilities a con- 
venient ‘excuse for the exercise of 
their bloody propensities. 

There is no reason to believe Jim 
ever served with Quantrill. But he 
did serve with Bill Anderson, and if 
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Cummins as 
he looked 
shortly 
before his 
death. 


there was any difference between the 
two, it would take a psychiatrist to 
discover it. Jim couldn't have been 
more than 16 or 17 years old when 
he enlisted under Anderson's banner. 
Jim, not being with Quantrill, wasn’t 
at Lawrenc (aiaas, when Quantrill, 
at the h*°c of about 450 men, rode 
int» the Kansas town on the morning 
of August 21, 1863, and on the ex- 
cuse that he was a Confederate offi- 
cer invading enemy territory and seek- 
ing revenge for Jayhawker invasions 
of Missouri, ordered every male citi- 
zen shot to death and the torch ap- 
plied to the town. When it was all 
over, 182 had been murdered. 

It was Bill Anderson's squad that 
did more killing at Lawrence than did 
that of any other of Quantrill’s lieu- 
tenants. Sometime after this Bill An- 
derson broke away from Quantrill and 
proceeded to practice murder on his 
own. 

So in September of the next year, 
the ‘‘Centralia Massacre’ occurred. 
Jim Cummins was there and so was 
Jesse James. Anderson and his troop 
of 84 men attacked a railroad train 
at Centralia, Missouri, and captured 
26 Federal soldiers they found on 
board. Then Anderson lined up his 
captives and had them shot.

If Jim did enlist with the reg- 
ulars, that doesn’t necessarily mean it 
was a matter of conscience. Already 
it was looking dark for the Confed- 
eracy, and a Union victory could 
mean just about one thing for hard- 
riding, pistoling guerrillas—a rope 
and a tree.

At about the time the war 
ended, according to his tale, he found 
himself in Texas with Jesse James and 
a lot of other erstwhile Andersonians, 
Bill Anderson himself having been 
killed by this time. 

The band decided they'd better 
come in while the coming was good.

River. near Lexington, Jesse James 
was badly wounded in the right 
breast.

The first great 
bank robbery of 
the post-bellum 
days came in February, 1866, the 
year after Jim Cummins surren- 
dered. It was the robbery of the 
bank at Liberty, Missouri. Jesse 

James didn't participate in it, for 

Jesse was confined to his bed at the 

time. If Jim Cummins was a party to 

any of the more important banditry, 
it was at Liberty that he served. And 
it seems unlikely that he rode there. 


Undoubtedly he was a friend of the 
James gang in its earlier days and 
it seems possible that he galloped and 
shot and shouted with them in some 
of their minor escapades. Robertus 
Love, author of ‘The Rise and Fall 
of Jesse James.’ who has made a 
close study of the careers of Jesse 
and his men, and who met Jim Cum- 
mins more than 25 years ago and 
talked with him and questioned him 
on several occasions, has never found 
any evidence that leads him to be- 
lieve Jim was a first-class James gang 
hell-snorter. 

That Jim was ‘‘wanted” there isnt 
any doubting. The State of Mis- 
souri put $6000 on his head, but Jim, 
living under an aHas, managed [0 
keep clear of capture. When he final- 
ly came in of his own accord, he 
found they didn’t want him. 


in about 1870. They took him to, 

among other states, Texas, Califor- 
nia, Wyoming and North Dakota. Dur- 
ing these years it was that he prac- 
ticed such varying duties as Deputy 
Sheriff and Deputy United States Mar- 
shal, as farm hand and cobbler. 

He got back to Missouri about 1900. 
He went to Liberty, county seat of 
Clay, and saw the authorities. They 
told him they didn’t want him and 
Jim found himself a free man. All in 
all, Jim, tired of being a fugitive, sur- 
rendered on several occasions. And 
each time he found he wasn't wanted. 
They say he was the only one of the 
former guerrillas, who later engaged 
in banditry, who was never captured, 
made to stand trial or killed. 

A rough life, you may say, utter- 
ly bereft of the gentle touch of do- 
mesticity. Not entirely. Around 


ic western wanderings started 
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about 1907 Jim met and married a 
widow, Mrs. Florence Sherwood, who 
was an actress. He even went upon 
the stage with her, but his acting ca- 
reer seems to have been short, even 
of less duration than his wedded life. 
For, I am told, they were divorced 
after about a )ear. 

Jim Cummins never returned thor- 
oughly to peace. Every now and then 
came something in the manner of 
battle, but it dces not appear that 
Jim was entirely the aggressor. 


IS grandnephew, Raymond 
H Cummins, a Kansas City attor- 
ney, told me the story of 
a Confederate reunion at Lone 
Jack, Missouri, near Kansas City, 
in 1905. Jim was there and so 
was Raymond's grandfather, William 
Cummins, who had served as a Lieu- 
tenant with the Confederate regulars. 
Raymond, then a small boy, had come 
along with his grandfather. Some- 
time during the day an elderly man 
arrived at the celebration and wanted 
to know if there were any former 
guerrillas present. Somebody pointed 
to Jind, and the newcomer walked up 
to him, announced he was a Kansan 
who had lost all his belongings in a 
guerrilla raid, and said he thought it 
was about time somebody made it up. 
“Uncle Jim drew himself up,”’ Ray- 
mond Cummins told me, “and- said, 
"Well, if they missed you, I'm here to 
finish up the job now.’ My grandfa- 
ther had on one of those old Confed- 
erate officer's coats, and I remember 
him lifting up his coattail and going 
for his hip pocket. Another old vet- 
eran who was in his old uniform 
pulled his saber from its sheath. But 
just about that time some of them 
grabbed the man from Kansas and 
hustied him out of town.’’ 


In 1907 somebody took a shot at 
Jim. It was at the scene of a guer- 
rilla reunion in the western part of 
the State. Naturally, the business of 
the day was refighting the war. 
One of the veterans alluded to 
Jim as ‘‘the boy who held the horses.”’ 
Jim, I suppose. answered him in kind, 
and his accuser pulled a revolver and 
fired. But he missed Jim and the 
bullet struck somebody else in the toe, 
causing Jim to remark, “The damned 
old fool can’t shoot any better than 
he could 40 years ago.”’ 


federate Home in 1909, as we 

have related, and just a few years 
ago one of the veterans stabbed him. 

It was no fault of Jim's, Superin- 
tendent Chambers relates. The mind 
of one of the old veterans began to 
fail, said Mr. Chambers. This old sol- 
dier got to the point that if anyone 
took his favorite chair, he'd draw 
his knife on the occupant. The su- 
perintendent heard about it, and took 
the knife away. But the old man, 
who had lost all his teeth, found it 
difficult to go about his pastime of 
chewing tobacco, for having no teeth 
he couldn't ‘‘bite’ off a chew. and 
having no knife, he couldn't cut off 
one. But he happened to be a friend 
of Jim Cummins, and Jim. all com- 
passion, gave the old man a pocket 
knife of his own. Not long after, the 
veteran misplaced some article. It 
later was found in another place. 
But the old fellow, in his feebleness, 
accused Jim; whose quarters were 
near his, of taking it, and the next 
thing Jim knew the veteran had 
opened up the pocket knife Jim had 
given him and inflicted upon Jim 
a few nasty cuts. The wounds put 
Jim in the hospital at the home for 
awhile, but Jim recovered. He held 
no malice, for he realized his assaii- 
ant’s condition 


So lived Jim Cummins. Strife and 
adventure and biood from boyhood 
almost until death, a man who, it 
seems, was drawn into battle more 
by circumstance than by inclination 
Mr. Chambers tells me that during 
the last eight yeare of Jim's life, the 
years that Chambers has served as 
the institution's head, Jim was an 
ideal guest, pleasant, interesting, ai- 
ways willing to co-operate, a kindly 
man anda gentie one If Jim wished 
to die with his boots on, as some wil! 
tell you, his wish was not fulfilled. 
Old age brought him to the grave, 
slowly, peacefully. his last years spent 
in surroundings pleasant to him, com- 
fortable surroundings at this excellent 
home, clean and sightly, that the State 
maintains for the veterans who fought 
for Jefferson Devis. Jim Cummins 
was the last of the guerrillas who 
held with James. His death becomes 
the anticlimax to one of the strang- 
est periods of the nation’s history.

BREWSTER  al- 
ways cleaned 
house in Septem- 
ber and April 
She started with

sbelves full of things wrapped up 
in brown paper parcels. 

Now don't gather from this that 
Mrs. Brewster was an ample, pie- 
baking. ginghamed old soul. Nor 
that Hosea C. Brewster was spec- 
tacied and slippered.

HE Hosea C. Brewsters, of 
Winnebago, Wisconsin, were 


the people you've met on 
the veranda of the Moana 
Hotel at Honolulu, or at the 
top of Pike's Peak, or peering 
into the restless heart of Ve- 
suvius.

citizen who runs down to Chicago 
to see the new plavs and buy a 
hat, and to order a dozen Wedg- 
wood salad plates at Field's.
